New transit plan 

will help suburbs

The regional transit plan ap- 
proved last week by the 
South' astern Michigan Tran- 
sposition Authority (SEMTA) will 
have an impact on Western Wayne 
County with improved bus and small 
bus service, and a commuter rail 
service. 

One of the most important 
features for the area will be creation 
of daily train runs between Ann 
Arbor and Detroit, with a stop 
planned for the city of Wayne, and 
probably also in Canton and 
Dearborn. 

The plan is to offer 11 round-trip 
runs, 22 trips, moving commuters 
from the suburbs into Detroit, and 
from Detroit into the suburbs. 
Traffic will go both ways, creating 
not only downtown commuter 
service, but “reverse commuter” 
service bringing persons, for in- 
stance, from Dearborn into Wayne. 

The train stations in Wayne and 
other suburbs are seen as a possible 
boom for the downtown areas. 
Wayne, in particular, has grown 
increasingly concerned about 
revitalizing its downtown, and the 
commuter train stop could be a real 
asset in generating “foot traffic” 
coming into Wayne. For instance, 
commuters will drive or be driven 
into the city to catch the train, 
generating more awareness of what 
the downtown has to offer. 

(Wayne Chamber of Commerce 
President David J. Willett, who with 
his chamber colleagueshas made 
the downtown revitalization the 
number one priority, is featured 
columnist this week on the editorial 
page, with his comments on the 
SEMTA plan.) 

The SEMTA proposed plan would 
eventually also tie the train system 
into feeder bus systems, so travelers 
could get off the train and take a bus 
home, according to a SEMTA 
spokesman who outlined the impact 


The transportation package for 
southeast Michigan adopted last 
week by the boar of the Southeastern 
Michigan Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA) includes proposed plans 
for commuter rail service at three 
suburban spots. One is a line that 
will run between Ann Arbor and

New bus operation 
will help suburbs

a cooperative effort of SEMTA and 
the local communities. 

Right now, these plans, just like 
the subway-rail plans for Detroit 
that were part of the package voted 
on by the SEMTA board last week, 
are no more than the board’s 
“preference.” The board must hold 
public hearings throughout the area 
and feasibility studies on the plans 
must be completed, before the final 
vote is taken. Public hearings should 
begin in the fall, the SEMTA 
spokesman said. 

Regarding feasibility, one of the 
aspects about the commuter train 
service that must be ironed out is the 
scheduling. Currently, the AM- 
TRAK train line does run express 
commuter lines from Ann Arbor to 
Detroit, through Wayne and Canton, 
but stopping neither place. The rail 
is also used for transporting freight. 
SEMTA would have to work with 
AMTRAK to figure out a schedule 
for it proposed 22 rail trips. The runs 
would be scheduled throughout the 
day. 

The SEMTA spokesman em- 
phasized that these plans are only a 
continuation of the ongoing SEMTA 
planning for transportation. He 
pointed out that onlv rcentlv. 


SEMTA initiated park and ride bus 
service from the Western Wayne 
County suburbs to downtown 
Detroit. One such line goes down 
Michigan Avenue, with a stop in 
Wayne. Another proceeds dow r n 
Ford Road, with stops in Canton 
Township and Westland. Both are 
considered “express” because of the 
limited number of stops. 

These are the “background ser- 
vice improvements” that have been 
added in anticipation of con- 
sideration of the full-scale package. 

The SEMTA spokesman said that 
the entire transportation system 
including the Detroit subway and 
rail improvements, bus lines and 
commuter trains, should be com- 
pleted by 1990. Western Wayne 
County officials are hopeful that the 
improvements in the suburbs, 
particularly the commuter train, 
can be accomplished much sooner, 
perhaps by 1982, since there is less 
work and construction needed to put 
it together. 

The cost of building the new 
system, including capital outlay 
such as purchase of buses and 
trains, will be paid 80 percent by the 
federal government. Governor 
Milliken has pledged the 20 percent 
local match, the SEMTA spokesman 
said.

Can you 
survive? 


‘ This is the seventh in a series of 12-articles, 
entitled Can You Survive, containing survival 
tips from the U.S. Air Force Survival School at 
Fairchild Air Force Base, Wash.) 

You and two companions are on the second day 
of a 4-day cross-country ski trip You are 
traveling in an area generally above the tree line 
and are making good time. Suddenly, a drastic 
change in the weather occurs. The temperature 
is 15 degrees, the wind is blowing at 10 MPH 
and is increasing, and it is starting to snow. It is 
imperative that you get shelter as soon as 
possible. 

WOULD YOU... 

A. Begin digging a snow caye. 

B. Start collecting available materials for the 
construction of a lean-to. 

C. Continue traveling until you find a good 
wind break. 

D. Move down in to the tree line and locate a 
downed tree and burrow under it. 

TO SURVIVE 

In all emergency situations, such as storms, 
where shelter is mandatory to survive, a person 
is wise to utilize what is available. In the 
situation described, alternative (A) is the best 
selection. Considering your location above the 
tree line and the prevailing conditions, a shelter 
that would provide maximum retention of body 
heat is needed. A snow cave, with three people 
working on it, can be constructed in a matter of 
minutes — at least to a point where you are 
shielded from the elements. Once inside, you can 
expand the shelter to suit your desires. 

Alternative (D) would be acceptable if you 
were in a welUorested area. Seeking out a 
downed tree and burrowing is a quick way to get 
shelter, but under these conditions, (A) is still 
the best solution, since the distance to such 
natural shelter is unknown. 

(B) does not offer a reasonable alternative. 
You are in a snow-covered area above the tree 
line and are faced with severe weather. To at- 
tempt to gather materials would unnecessarily 
subject you to additional loss of body heat and 
energy. 

(Odoesnot offer a definitive course of action 
that would solve your immediate needs. A wind 
lireak would not be adequate to protect you from 
the weather. < A service of your local Air Force 
recruiter).

To meet its contracts 


County committee approves 28 new layoffs 


Another round of employee 
layoffs, this time involving 28 jobs, 
has been scheduled by the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners in a 
•further step to eliminate a $14 
million deficit projected for this 
year. 

Approved tentatively at a meeting 
of the board’s Ways and Means 
Committee on April 5, the new 


layoffs were designated just one day 
after a previous decision took effect 
which struck between 150 to 160 
other positions frm the payroll. 

The new staff reductions apply to 
offices of the County General 
Hospital, Board of Auditors and 
Sheriff. From the hospial 12 more 
positions were removed, six ad- 
ditional were dropped from the 


auditing department and eight from 
the Sheriff. 

Although all 27 commissioners sit 
on the Ways and Means Committee, 
the cutbacks still must be approved 
in a meeting of the full board. The 
layoffs would begin April 29. 

According to board chairman 
Richard E. Manning, the layoffs will 
provide about $379,000 for one-year

fundingof a labor relations contract 
under consideration with the county 
skilled trades union, along with 29 
different positions in the Sheriff’s 
department that are either court- 
ordered or critical for handling jail 
prisoners. 

"We are in an ironic situation in 
more ways than one,’ ’ Manning said . 
"We’re forced into the position of 
laying off Sheriff’s deputies so that 
we can, in part, allow for salaries of 
other deputies that the court has 
ordered us to keep." 

"Another complexity is that we 
must lay off county employees in 
general in order to fund pay raises 
won or being considered for fellow 
employees in recent contract 
negotiations." 

Manning said he was relieved that 
the court did not interfere in the 
orderly process of reducing ex- 
penses regarding the earlier 150 to 
160 job reductions ordered by the 
board in March. Following that 
decision, Council 25 of the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME) 
filed sit to block the procedure. 

Originally, the layoff decision as 
to be implemented on April 2, but a 
court restraining order from Wayne

County Circuit Court Judge 
Theodore R. Bohn delayed the move 
until April 4 to allow a hearing by 
visiting Judge Allan C. Miller from 
Tawas City. 

Ruling against AFSCME charges 
that the board was illegal and 
discriminatory, Judge Miller did not 
extend the restraining order or 
impose the injunction the union 
asked for to permanently block the 
layoffs.

The coming layoffs will be con- 
sidered by the full Board tomorrow.

Clergymen, I have decided, should 
have regular office hours like 
everybody else— a certain period of 
time each day when anyone can pick 
up a phone and be certain of cat- 
ching the minister at church— or 
when people can walk in off the 
street and know' they will find a 
clergyman to talk to. 

I would like to see a church with a

(when people may be on their way to 
work or on their way home).

George H. Giblin, park superin- 
tendent at the Lower Huron, Willow 
andOakwoods metroparks in Wayne 
Western County, will retire June 9 
after serving the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority for more 
than 32 years. 

The announcement was made last 
week by James J. Pompo, deputy 
director of the HCMA, who directs 
operational functions at the 10 
metroparks in Wayne, Macomb, 
Oakland, Livingston and Washtenaw 
counties. 

Kenneth M. Smith, current 
assistant park superintendent at 
Kensington Metropark near Milford, 
will succeed Giblin. 

Giblin, 63, started with the Huron- 
Clinton Metropolitan Authority in 
1946 and first worked at Kensingtop 
Metropark near Milford, which was 
still under initial development as a 
major recreation site, covering 
more than 3,500 acres. 

Giblin became park superin- 
tendent at Lower Huron Metropark 
near Belleville on Jan. 1, 1952. His 
first assignment was to take the 
original 40Oacre tract of land and 
gradually transform it into a major 
metropark, which now covers 1,500 
acres with a great variety of 
facilities. He also supervises nearby 
Willow Metropark ( 1,500 acres) and 
Oakwoods Metropark (1,715 acres), 
which opened in the mid-1970s. He 
has been active in the Michigan 
Recreation and Park Association. 

Giblin was bom and raised on the 
east side of Detroit and was 
graduated from Denby High School 
in 1932. He served in the U.S. Army 
during World II. 

He is a long-time resident of 
Belleville. 

Smith joined the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority in 1964, 
where he started as a buyer in the 
purchasing department of the main 
office in Detroit. 


He was appointed assistant park 
superintendent at Kensington 
Metropark on Oct. 14, 1968. Smith 
graduated from Michigan State 
University in 1954 with a bachelor of 
arts degree in business ad- 
ministration. Previously, he worked 
in the sales department of Standard 
Oil Company of Detroit, and the 
Atlantic Refining Company in 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire. 
He graduated from Milford High 
School in 1949 and was lifeguard at 
Kensington Metropark in the 
summers of 1951-53. 

Smith is a member of the National 
Recreation and Park Association, 
the Michigan Recreation and Park 
Association, the Northwest Parks 
and Recreation Association and is a 
member and past chairman of the 
Board of Regents of the Revenue 
Sources Management School, a 
professional development school co- 
sponsored by North Carolina State 
University and the National 
Recreation and Park Association. 
He also graduated from this school 
and was an instructor for the past 11 
years.

not talking about ministers being 
available in emergencies 
Clergymen usually ca n be located in 
those situations. And I knew' that if 
you leave a message at the church, 
most ministers will call you back 
later And I know you can make an 
appointment with any minister for a 
conference. 

What I am talking about is 
clergymen being available for 
people who feel the urge to talk to 
somebody now or cry on somebody’s 
shoulder now. They might not call to 
make an appointment because the 
problem does not seem big enough 
or momentous enough. 

It may even be gone tomorrow, 
but right now it is causing pain and 
heartache. There are many people 
who "hurt in little ways" and who 
feel desperately in need of a 
listening ear, p word of counsel or 
encouragement or a prayer 
together * 

But for various reasons they don’t 
want to give their name to a church 
secretary to “set up an ap- 
pointment." Churches which insist 
on callers going through such for- 
malities may lose many any op- 
portunity to be of help. 

Most ministers rebel at the idea of 
fixed hours for themselves. They 
don’t want to be pinned down. 

Their reasons usually are not very 


convincing The most often heard 
excuse is ’’What if an emergency 
comes up during the time I am 
scheduled to be at the chirch’?" 
(Answer Emergencies don’t come 
up that often. When one does occur, 
attend to it.. ) 

The other excuse ministers will 
give for not having drop-in hours is 
that not enough people would drop in 
to make it worthwhile. Well, this 
would make it a good time for the 
minister to read or work on his 
sermon. 

Meanwhile, it would give people a 
good feeling to know their minister 
is there, if they should want him 

A working mother of my 
acquaintance recaitly asked her 
teen-aged daughter if it made any 
difference to her that she worked. 

"No," said the girl, "but I guess it 
would be nice, if you were here when 
I got home from school." 

"You know," said her mother, 


“that 1 willalwayscomehome from 
the office, if you need me " 

“Oh, 1 know r that," saidthe girl. "I 
guess I don’t need you It would just 
be nice to know' you’re here ” 

A lot of our foolish fears vanish 
when w r e know “someone’s there"— 
whether it turns out we need that 
person or not. 

Loneliness is more than just being 
all alone It is the despairing feeling 
that there will be no answer, if we 
should want to call somebody we 
know’ 

A minister in Boston once made a 
deal w ith his congregation. He would 
be in hisoffice, available to all, from 
9 to 12 every morning. 

For their part, the people would 
promise not to call him at home in 
the evening except for emergencies. 

It made everybody— including the 
minister— happy.

Smith to succeed Giblin 
as HCMA superintendent 
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On downtown revitalization 


Weiser tells Wayne council to 'get moving'

When Nate Weiser was appointed 
to the City Council last year he in- 
formed the public and his colleagues 
on the Council, “that’ I’ll be my own 
man and serve the entire com- 
munity and not certain interest 
groups.” 

Tuesday night Weiser drove that 
point home as he lashed out at the 
Council and Administration for 
sitting on their duffers while the city 
remained stagnant 

“We have done nothing about the 
revitalization of this city,” said 
Weiser in one of the most emotional 
pleas seen in the Council chambers 
in recent months, “there really is no 
sense coming down here on 
Tuesdays because we aren’t doing a 
dammed thing. 

“The revitalization issue should be 
before us each and every time we 
meet,” Weiser continued. “We have 


to roll up our sleeves and get some 
action and sitting around here isn’t 
going to help 

“In another 14 days (when the 
council will meet again) summer 
will be upon us and gone, and if we 
don’t move now then the summer is 
shot,” Weiser said “Just look at the 
downtown area — you can shooot a 
bullet right across the center of the 
city and it wuldn’t hit a thing. We 
have to start stimulating business 
and we can do it, but not with talk 
alone.” 

Weiser was appointed last year to 
fill a vacancy created by the 
resignation of Kenneth McKee 

What apparently triggered 
Weiser’s outburst was the ad- 
ministration’s reluctance to pur- 
chase sidewalk cleaning machines, 
carbon-copies of those in use in 
Dearborn. The machines, which 
have the appearance of “elephants” 
because of a trunk that picks up the

trash, proved to be “duds” when 
tested by Wayne city officials. 

“We broke up some glass .and 
tossed paper on the ground and then 
attempted to clean it up,” said Ted 
D'Pulos. superintendent of parks 
and recreation. “And the machines 
didn’t pick up the trash We finally 
had to clean up the mess by ahnd ” 

Mayor Paul Lada said that the 
Council is working with the 
Chamber of Commerce and 
specifically with Mr David Willett, 
(president of the Chamber and 
Publisher of The Associated 
Newspapers) on the question of 
revitalization. 

“What concretely has been 
done?” asked Weiser 

There were no answers, however. 
Councilman Milton Mack Jr. off- 
fered one reason why some of the 
efforts of the Council has gone un- 
noticed: lack of publicity. 

“I think it is time that we discuss 
what we re doing in the opening and 
not in closed meetings,” Mack said 
“I realize that sometimes it isn’t 
feasible to discuss some matters, 
such as real estate in public, but a lot 
of these things can be aired in 
public.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Charles West 
joined the arguement by pointing out 
that “weeds in the central city don’t 
helq our city image.” 

“The vacant lands should be 
seeded so we’ll have grass not 
weeds in the center of the city,” 
West said. “I feel if we can give the 
city a park-like atmosphere, then we 
can encourage development. And 
seeding isn’t going to cost us much.” 

Councilman Patrick Norton, 
alluding to a recent editorial which

appeared in The Wayne Eagle, 
(March 22: “Wayne needs today’s 
leaders for today’s problems today’) 
said the editorial,” was the 
strongest condemnation of us 
( council) in recent years. 

(The editorial called upon the 
council to provide the leadership to 
revitalize a city that is 
degenerating. It stated that the 
problems of the city demand action 
now.) 

“And, do you know what,” Norton 
continued, “as far as I know the 
community isn’t even reacting. 
That’s the real danger. It seems the 
people have given up on us, too.” 

Mack reiterated that “major 
sources of rumors are that we don’t 
discuss some of these problems out 
in the open. Like the bank. The 
public doesn’t even know that they 
are contemplating on building a new 
building. 

“They bought the property' at a 
reduced rate and it’s time for them 
to move on the project. At least let 
them put a sign out there and tell the 
public what’s going on,” Mack said. 

The Wayne Bank has purchased 
1*4 acres in the central business 
area to build a new structure. 
However, until now, bank officials 
have kept their plans a secret. “If 
they arenot going to do something in 
my lifetime, I want someone else to 
do it,” Mack said. “I don’t see why 
they can’t put up a sign that reads: 
‘Future home of Wayne Bank’ on 
that property.” 

Riichard Gillespie, city engineer, 
dispelled another rumor, one per- 
taining to the nearly completed 
Municipal Parking Structure in 
downtown Wayne. 

“Basically the rumor was that a 
driver couldn’t get into the facility 
from eastbound Michigan Ave.,” 
Gillespie said, “but that’s untrue. 
“We have a plan prepared by 
Williams Kessler & Associates for a 
deceleration lane approximately 205 
feet in length which will be the 
equivalent of a fifth lane. 

“We have already awarded the bid 
on the project in the amount of 
$22,500 for the work in question and 


the man physically is on the job 
today (Wednesday) saw-cutting the 
curb. 

“We expect that this job will be 
completed in two weeks, depending 
upon the Teamsters’ strike,” 
Gillespie added. 

Gillespie pointed out that there 


“are also some internal things that 
must be completed, such as shields 
to the stairwells, parking gates 
before the parking facility will be 
operational.” 

The 450-plus parking space 
structure was built at a cost of $2 
million through a federal grant. 


Park golf course

The golf course at Kensington

weather permits due to morning 
frost conditions — a re 3 am. to dusk 
daily, with earlier times on Satur- 
day, Sunday and holidays and ex- 
tended hours later in the season. 

Rates are $4 for nine holes and $7 
for 18 holes weekends and holidays 
and $3.50 for nine holes and $6 for 18 
holes weekdays. 

For senior citizens 62 years and 
older the cost is $2 for nine holes and 
$4 for 18 holes. Play is available 
daily only. However, there is a 
restriction on senior golfers May 1 
through Labor Day, when rates on 
the 18-hole ticket only will be 
available on Monday, Tuesday and 
Fridays after 9 am. There will be no 


special rate on weekends and 
holidays. 

Golfers must provide their own 
equipment, however, power carts, 
hand carts and a limited line of 
accessories are available at the Golf 
Starter Building Power cart rates 
are $llfor 18 holes and $6.25 for nine 
holes (includes tax), with hand carts 
renting for 50 cents. 

Food service also is availale at the 
snack bar at the golf starter 
building, and there is space for 114 
cars in the parking lot.

Long lines and the last 
minute rush to get new 
license plates will be 
things of the past under 
the so-called 
“staggered” license 
plate program adopted 
by the Michigan 
Legislature in 1978 

The new “staggered” 
license plate program 
differs from the present 
system in one important 
aspect. 

Instead of all license 
plates expiring on 
March 31, as they have 
for decades in Michigan 
and will do again this 
year, the plates will 
expire at staggered 
dates. 

Instaad of having to 
get a new license by 
March 31, drivers will 
have to get new plates 
by their respective 
birthdays— or face the 
consequences of being 
caught driving with 
expired plates. 

The new “staggered” 
license plate program 
means more con- 
venience for drivers and 
better productivity (and 
efficiency) on the part 
of the Secretary of 
State’s office. 

The staggered bir- 
thday expiration dates 
mean that drivers will 
be getting new plates on 
different dates 
throughout the year. 
Thus, the ad- 
ministrative burden of 
getting new plates will 


oe spread out more 
evenly over the year 
instead of concentrated 
in the 30 days, or so, 
preceding the 
customary March 31 
expiration date. 

For drivers, this 
means the elimination 
of the long lines 
generally associated 
with getting new plates 
and more convenience. 

For personnel at the 
branch offices of the 
Secretary of State, it 
means a more steady 
flow of business instead 


of overflow crowds in 
March, followed by 
sparse business. 

The new system— 
which begins in 1980and 
will be fully im- 
plemented a year 
la ter — does not 
eliminate the option of 
purchasing plates by 
mail. 

All vehicle owners 
will receive prepared 
applications for their 
license plates 45 days 


before their deadline to 
buy. This should en- 
courage the use of the 
mail for purchasing 
plates and provide 
greater accuracy in the 
central vehicle 
registration files. 

The staggered license 
plate program is a step 
in the right direction for 
streamlining govern- 
ment and providing 
better service for 
taxpayers.

Law 
teens ' quest 

A state law which went into effect last year should 
make iteasier for youths to find summer jobs, State 
Labor Director Pat Babcock said. 

TTie Youth Employment Standards Act of 1977 
which replaced the Hittle Juvenile Act of 1947 last 
year did away with many bureaucratic practices, 
which were a deterrent to youths finding jobs. 

The law, for example, eliminated discriminatory 
standards between males and females, including a 
provision of the Hittle Act restricting employment 
of female minors in manufacturing establishments 
after 6 p.m. 

Other changes included: 

—Exempting high school graduates, those who 
have completed high school requirements and 
“emancipated” minors, including married youth 
and those in military service, from coverage under 
child labor laws. 

—Strictly limiting grounds on which work per- 
mits, which are required for minors, may be 
revoked, and affording a minor the right of appeal, 
if a work permit is refused or revoked. 

—Allowing minors to work on farms as long as no 
state or federal safety standards are being violated. 

—Giving authority to issue work permits to local 
school officials. Previously, employers had to ob- 
tain occupational approval from the State Labor 
Department. 

The Labor Department developed the law with 
the assistance of school officials, the State Youth 
Commission and the Governor’s office. 

The Youth Employment Standards Act retained a 
number of protections for youthful employees which 
were contained in the Hittle Act including 
prohibiting youths under 14 years of age from 
employment except in specific cases. 

Also employers planning to hire minors no longer 
are required to get occupational approval numbers 
for routine nonhazardous work like baggers, stock 
clerks, and waiters or waitresses, Babcock said. 

In prior years, employers wanting to employ 
minors hadto start the application process serveral 
months before the job began. About 25,000 oc- 
cupational approval numbers were issued last year. 

Employers still are required to get occupational 
approval numbers from the department for 
hazardous occupations. Hazardous occupations 
generally include jobs that involve power-driven 
equipment or where toxic chemicals are used. 

Minors 14 through 17 still must obtain a work 
permit from the local school authority in order to 
hold a job. The work permit authorizes minors to 
work in specific oocuaptions for specific hours. 

Work permits are not transferable. If a minor 
changes jobs a new permit is required for the new 
job. 

To get a work permit a minor must have the 
prospective employer complete a form — offer of 
employment— which details the job including hours 
and wages. The minor then submits this with proof 
of age to the schooL 

Work permits are routinely granted but they 
insure that a minor is treated fairly and works 
reasonable hours. 

Minors 14 and 15 are limited to a maximum 48 
hours of combined school and work attendance. 
This is based on a 6-day week. During the summer 
youths must remember to take into account any 
summer school attendance. 

For example, if a mi nor was in school seven hours 
a day five days a week he or she could work an 
additional one hour a day on weekdays and work a 
full 8-hour day on Saturday. 

Youths, 14-15, can only work until 7 p.m. when 
school is in session and until 9 p.m. when school is 
recessed for summer vacation. 

Minors 16-17 have the same 48 combined work- 
school limit, however, they can work until 10:30 
p.m. when school is in session and 11:30 p.m. during 
summer vacation. 

All minors can work and attend school no more 
than an average of eight hours a day and absolutely 
no more than 10 actual hours a day. 

Employers wanting to receive approval for 
minors to work hours other than those provided by 
the law, or inoccupations declared to be hazardous 
by the department, must apply to the Wage Hour 
Division, Department of Labor. 

Deviation from standards or hours can be granted 
when it is in the best interest of the minor, Babcock 
said.

If you have a dog in 
the family, it’s the time 
of year to fear for its 
heart— and for its very 
life. 

The mosquito is now a 
dog’s greatest enemy 
because it carries dread 
Canine Heartworm 
Disease, a potentially 
fatal illness that 
threatens the entire dog 
population of Michigan, 
according to specialists 
of the Southeastern 
Michigan Veterinary 
Medical Association. 

In 1978, 3,093 cases of 
heartworm were 
reported in Michigan, 
with 1,339 cases in 
Wayne, Oakland, 
Macomb and 
Washtenaw counties. 

Once thought to be 
confined to warm, 
humid areas of the 
United States, the 
disease has extended 
into northern climes so 
rapidly that today it is 
reaching near-epidemic 
proportions in Michigan 
and environs.

They are urging 
widespread use of 
preventative 
medication to stop the 
spread of the disease. 
The medication is used 
daily in the dog’s diet 
plan. 

Heartworm Disease is 
caused by an eight-12 
inch worm that actually 
lives in the chambers 
and vessels of the dog’s 
heart. It is transmitted 
from dog to dog by the 
bite of a mosquito— thus 
even the house-bound 
pet is likely to be ex- 
posed. The cycle of 
development between 
exposure and the onset 
of symptons may take 
sue to nine months. 

In the earliest stages, 
the affected dog does 
not show many signs of 
illness, but as the 
disease progresses, 
signs of heart failure 
(deep cough, labored 
breathing, progressive 
weakness) become 
apparent. Often these 
symptoms are not 
noticed by the dog

Groundbreaking marks start of construction

Some 35 people turned out in a pouring rain last week for the ceremonial 
groundbreaking for Cherry Hill Plaza Apartments at Cherry Hill and Mid- 
dlebelt. 

Mayor Terrel LeCesne, four councilmen and various representatives of 
Michigan State Housing Development Authority (MSHDA), the owners and 
contractor joined city department heads and s^UMteMhers in turning the first 
shovel of wet dirt for the$7-million apartment 

Standing on a wooden platform under an open-sided tent, the group listened to 
thebrief remarks while a heavy spring rain pelted the canvas top with a steady 
downpour. 


However, the heavy rains failed to dampen the spirits of the individuals who 
gathered for the ce*emonial kick-off of the 186-unit project which will provide 
housing for senior d tizens and low and moderate-income families 

Horace Rodgers, one cf five partners comprising Cherry Hill Limited 
Dividend Housing Association, developers of the project, greeted the people and 
introduced those present. 

“We appreciate the participation of the federal government in offering 
assistance through subsidies on this project,” Rodgers said in opening 
remarks “We also recognize the city council’s part in providing the propa* 
zoning A substantial portion of taxes have been abated for the elderly, and we 
commend their far-sighted view in helping provide senior citizens with 
housing.” 





Rodgers first introduced Mayor LeCesne. 

“I agree with Mr Rodgers, we did cooperate wholeheartedly with all 
cocerned to get this project built,” LeCesne began. “We have a visonary council 
and 1 commend them on their open-mindedness in offering housing of all kinds 
to people of all types. 

‘This is the fourthsenior citizen housing development in Inkster and I know 
some nearby cities who are still trying to get their first senior citizens housing.'* 

LeCesne noted the fact that the citizens of Inkster have been unusually 
receptive to “this type of development with its tax abatement” 

“We have received little or no opposition from the community to this 
development, while many surrounding communities have not had that far- 
sightedness,” he said. 

The mayor concluded by saying: “But it’s only typical of Inkster citizens in 
this city who realize the need for housing of this type.” 

LeCesne then introduced the city officials. On hand for the occasion were 
Councilmen Joseph Da vis, Jr., Pat O’Neil, Bill Daniels and Willie Johnson, City 
Clerk Betty Miller, Treasurer Bruce Cook, City Manager Wylie L. Williams and 
Fire Marshall Bob Shepard. 

Representing MSHDA was Bella I Marshall, director of the Detroit field 
office Glenn Johnson, president of Smith and Andrews Construction Co., also 
spoke briefly. 

The$7-million development on 7.4 acres on the southwest corner of Middlebel t 
and Cherry Hill intersection is scheduled to be finished next summer.

First black DAR member to teach 
genealogical classes for WCCC 


Karen Batchelor Farmer, the first 
black woman admitted to mem- 
bership in the National Society of the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution (DAR), after she traced 
one of her family lines to a 
Revolutionary War soldier, will 
teach the techniques of family 
research this spring at Wayne 
County Community College. 

The curse, Genealogy: Tracing 
Family History, will be offered 
through the Community Services- 
Continuing Education Department 
at two locations. In Detroit, the class 
will be at Friends School, 1100 St. 
Aubin off Lafayette, beginning May 
8 from 6-9 p.m. A class also will be 
held in Western Wayne County at the 
college’s Milton Center, 1771 Henry 
Ruff Road, Inkster. That class will 
meet on Thursday evenings from 7- 
9:30 p.m., beginning May 10. The 8- 
week class carries one credit and the 
total cost of the course is $19. 

Participants in the course will 
learn how to find the clues, follow 
the leads, research official 
documents and record the story of 
their family. 

Ms. Farmer began genealogical 
research on her family in 1976 Since 
her admittance to membership in 
the DAR, she has traced other 
family lines to two other ancestors 
who fought in the Revolutionary!) 
War. 

Her accomplishments as a 
genealogist and family historian

Opportunity Grant Program, 
because i t is contrary to the law with 
respect to independent students 
Congressman Ford has called a 
hearing by the Subcommittee on 
Postsecondary Education to con- 
sider his resolution of disapproval.

Energy credit 

still available 
for seniors 

“It’ still not too late forsenior citizens, burdened 
by the high cost of energy, to apply for a home 
heating tax credit,” said Office of Services to the 
Aging Director Elizabeth J . F erguson. 

Persons 65 years of age or older who qualify have 
until April 16 to file for the credit. Application for 
the rebate is on the same form as that used to claim 
a refund of local property taxes. The credit is 
provided through the 1978 Michigan Home Heating 
Assistance Program, currently administered by the 
Michigan Department of Treasury. 

According to Treasury Department officials, it 
appears that many eleigible senior citizens are not 
participating in the program because they are 
confused about how to apply for the rebate. The 
confusion apparently stems from the fact that the 
program does not operatein the same way as it did 
last year when it was administered by the Michigan 
Department of Social Services. 

A major improvement is the way in which home 
heating credit is being handled under the new 
program. No longer is the amount of relief being 
paid to the utility company. Rather, those home 
owners and renters who qualify, are receiving a 
refund check directly from the Department of 
Treasury. 

“High energy costs usually are a severe burden to 
senior citizens who are oftentimes faced with very 
limited incomes,” Ms. Feguson said. The home 
heating assitance program was devised to assist 
low income families and senior citizens 
“Therefore, we encourage all who think they 
might qualify for the home heating credit, to in- 
vestigate their eligibility before it tis too late.” 

The amount of heating assistance payment is 
determined by a formula relating to the applicant’s 
household income and the number of exemptions. 
Assitance is available to persons with household 
incomes of no more than $10,565 a year and liquid 
financial assets of no more then $30,000. Senior 
citizens age 65 and older need not count the 
proceeds of the sale of a home liquid asset, if the 
home was sold within the last two years. Citizens 
can receive help in determining their eleigibility for 
a home heating credit andin the preparation of the 
forms at any Department of Treasury Office. 

Applications for the home heating tax credit are 
available from the Department of Treasury and the 
state’s 13 Area Agencies on Aging. Persons who 
already have filed their income tax returns, but 
failed to filefor the home heating tax credit, can file 
amended returns. For more information contact the 
Treasury Department. 

Seniors must 
report income 

Area residents who have received one or more 
monthly Social Security checks during 1978 and 
earned more than the annual exempt amount must 
submit an report of their earnings to Social Security 
by not later than Monday, April 16. 

The report should show how much was earned in 
wages and self-employment income last year by 
people who got monthly Social Security payments, 
as well as how much they expect to earn this 
year.’ The report is used to determine if people 
were apid the correct amount of Social Security 
benefits for 1978. It also is used to adjust their 
monthly 1979 Social lsecurity payments according 
to their estimated earnings. 

Beneficiareies under age 65 could get their full 
Social Security payments in 1978, if they earned 
$3,240 or less for the year. Beneficiaries age 65 to 72 
could get their full benefits in 1978, if they earned 
$4,000 or less. 

Beneficiaries under age 72 who earn more than 
the annual exempt amount lose some of their total 
benefits for the year. Their benefit amount is 
reduced by $1 for every $2 they earn over the 
exempt amount. (Beneficiaries 72 or older get their 
full benefits regardless of heir earnings. ) 

In 1979, full social security benefits can be paid to 
eleigible people age 65 to 72, if they earn $4,500 or 
less for the year. For people under age 65. the 1979 
limit is $3,480. 

People who were 72 or older during all of 1978 are 
not required to file an annual report of their ear- 
nings

Agency on Aging checks homechore grant 


“Yes, it is possible the Plymouth 
YMCA could lose its grant when 
we’re through investigating them. 
We’ve taken grants away before, 
when we’ve had troubles with 
mismanagement,” said Fred 
Ferris, director of Wayne County’s 
Area Agency on Aging ( AAA ) . 

The AAA is investigating the 
Canton-Northville-Plymouth 
YMCA’s handling of their 1978-79 
$21,000 federal grant intended to 
provide seniors in Canton, Nor- 
thville, Northville Township 
Plymouth and Plymouth Township 
with free home cleaning assistance. 

In recent weeks Associated 
Newspapers learned that Janet 
Luce, coordinator of the YMCA 
administered homechore service 
program, nas used more than half of 
the total grant towards ad- 
ministrative salaries. 

The service was only provided to 
Canton residents living north of 
Ford Road, while more than 50 
percent of Canton's senior 
population resides south of Ford 
Road. 

. Population figures used by Mrs. 
Luce have been disputed by Social 
Security and community officials. 
Canton officials began questioning 
the basis for distribution of the 
service when they learned that 71 
percent of services are provided to 
Plymouth seniors, with less than 6 
percent provided ot Canton 
residents. 

Mrs. Luce has not provided files 
documenting when and how often 
services are rendered. Homechore 
workers charged seniors, Mrs. Luce 
has admitted, even though grant- 
money is made available to the “Y“. 

"We’re glad these problems have 
been called to our attention,” Ferris 
said. “Our objective is to make sure 
that money is going to actual ser- 
vices, not salaries.” 

But Ferris noted that unless it is 
.proven that the YMCA is “ab- 
solutely” incapable of managing the 
•.'program, the grant will most likely 
• remain with Mrs. Luce for the entire 


12-month time period 

“We don’t usually like to break a 
contract unless we find a ttemen- 
dous problem We like to try and 
correct things, if we can.” 

Ferris, however, could not salvage 1 
the homechore service ad- 
ministered by the Latino Mental 
Health Task Force in Detroit during 
the 1977-78 grant year. 

In the case of the Latino group the 
grant was revoked due to the group’s 
failure to provide services to clients 
reportedly served, and services that 
weren’t available were reportedly 
being offered. 

Terry Carroll, Canton's grant 
coordinator, was not satisfied with 
the AA being the only investigative 
agent of the YMCA’s use of tax 
dollars. 


“I think the state (Office of Aging) 
should be investigating the AAA, 
since AAA was to have been 
properly monitoring the local ad- 
ministrator (Janet Luce) all this 
time,” said Carroll. 

I 

He said AAA investigating one of 
its own local administrators was like 
letting “the fox guard the chicken 
coop.” 

Jackie Borden, public information 
officer for the State Office of Aging, 
said the state did not have the 
authority to investigate yet. 

She said if Canton officials were 
not satisfied with the AAA’s in- 
vestigation they could appeal their 
case to the 15-member policy board. 

Carroll also believes Mrs. Luce 
was in violation of federal 
regulations when she mixed federal 


dollars with local community 
contributions. 

Because her administrative costs 
exceeded the permitted allowance of 
federal rules, Mrs. Luce used 
community donations to offsei 
expenses, consequently salvaging 
the Y’s eligibility for the grant. 

“I don’t know if it’s a classic clase 
of co-mingling money, but it sure 
comes close,” Carroll said. 

Canton Supervisor Noel Culbert is 
concerned that Ferris’s in- 
vestigation may drag on until it’s 
time for re-distribution of federal 
dollars. 

“I tend to think it will drag on like 
most investigations by 
bureaucrats,” Culbert said. “So my 
plan is to apply for a separate grant 
next year for just for Canton.”

POLITICAL SIGN ORDINANCE 

THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

Section 1. This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the Van Buren 
Township Political Sign Ordinance. 

Section 2. No person, firm or corporation shall erect, post or place upon 
any public right-of-way, public property or private property, a sign con- 
cerning the candidacy of any person for a political office, without a permit 
therefor having first been obtained by the candidate or his representative 

Section 3. Application for said permit shall be on a form furnished by the 
Township and shall contain information concerning the name and address 
of, and the office sought by, the candidate, and the name and address of the 
applicant, if not the same as the candidate. 

Section 4. At the time of making application for said permit, a permit fee of 
Fifty Dollars ($50.00) shallbepaid to the Township. Such permit fee shall be 
refundableto the applicant upon removal of all signs in compliance with the 
requirements of this Ordinance. 

Section 5. Political signs shall not be erected, posted or placed mere than 
thirty (30) days before the primary election, and in no event shall political 
signs be posted or placed on trees. 

Section 6 Candidates who are unsuccessful in the primary election and 
who have not indicated their intention to continue their candidacies as 
sticker or write-in candidates, must remove their signs within fourteen (14) 
days after said election; candidates who are successful in the primary 
election must remove their signs within fourteen ( 14) days after the general 
election. 

Section 7. Within 7 days after each election the Township shall send letters 
to all applicants for political sign permits advising them of the requirement 
fortheremoval of political signs and enclosing a copy of this Ordinance. 

Section 8. All political signs not removed within the time periods specified 
by this Ordinance shall be removed by the Township. The reasonable ex- 
pense of such removal shall be charged to each applicant. Any balance of 
refundable deposit after deducting said reasonable charges, shall be 
refunded to the applicant Costs in excess of the refundable deposit shall be 
paid by the applicant. 

Section 9. Any person, firm or corporation convicted of any violation of any 
provision of this Ordinance shall be punished by a fine of not more than One 
Hundred Dollars ( $100.00) or by imprisonment for not more than ninety (90) 
days or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 10 If a part or parts of this Ordinance are, for any reason, held to 
be invalid or unconstitutional, such decision shall not affect the validity or 
constitutionality of the remaining portions of this Ordinance 

Section 11 This Ordinance shall not be deemed to repeal the provisions of 
prior ordinances which are not inconsistent herewith

To study charter concept of county reorganization 


Slate Legislature which provide for 
the establishment of charter 
counties and the election of Charter 
Commissioners, who cannot be 
county officials or county cm 
ployccs. 

The committee hopes to get some 
citizen input by holding public 
hearings on both the executive and 
judicial reorganizati<n w hich should

‘•Redefining the powers and duties 
of an administrate the size of 
Wayne County’s will be an enor 


mous undertaking,” Citkowski 
added “We want the public to be 
educated concerning it.” 

For instance, he explained, the 
Charter Commission cannot 
eliminate any constitutionally 
mandated office, such as Sheriff, 
Register of Deeds, County Clerk, 
Treasurer, or Prosecutor But it 
could abolish the Board of Auditors, 
Road Commission. Public Works 
Department and Civil Service 
Commission, re-organizing them 
under the jurisdiction of the Board 
of Commissioners. 


The Charter Commission also 
could consider changing the court 
system by combining some courts 
and changing the jurisdiction of 
others. 

The Board of Commissioners 
could decide as early as June 
whether or not to place the Charter 
Commission proposal before the 
voters in a special election in 
August. 

If the proposal is passed the 
Charter could be ready for sub- 
mission to the voters in another 
special election in June 1980

Lawmakers vote 


to ignore 

a citizen mandate 


For the past few weeks, our elected representatives have been 
engaged in the struggle to implement provisions of the voter 
approved Headlee Tax Limitation proposal. 

Struggle? 

Apparently. 

It seems, now that the voters have expressed their wishes to see 
tax limitation a part of Michigan’s constitution, some elected 
officials are working dilligently to get around that citizen man- 
date. 

Last week, the Michigan House voted on implementing one 
aspect of the Headlee proposal, the Millage Roll-back provision. 

Under the Headlee proposal which voters approved, it was 
thought that provision meant that any time taxes rose by an 
amount higher than the General Price Level (now pegged at 7.7 
percent), property tax bills would be reduced to match that level. 

While language in the proposal is considerably more complex 
than that, the plan was presented to voters as containing just such 
a provision. 

Well it seems that government can always manage to cir- 
cumvent the will of the people. And to that end, Michigan 
lawmakers called for a Semantic Analysis of the So Called Roll- 
Back. 

This analysis, not suprisingly, proved that what voters sup- 
ported last November, is not what they thought they were sup- 
porting. 

The roll-back provision of Headlee’s proposal was designed to 
protect home owners from property tax increases which rose 
faster than inflation. 

Essentially what Headlee said was: Should your tax bill rise 
more than last year’s inflation rate, local assessors would have to 
roll back your millage rate, thereby reducing your taxes, to the 
level of inflation. 

But that is not the way some of our lawmakers decided to im- 
plement the provision. 

What they decided Headlee really meant was that a home 
owner could only benefit from a roll-back if the local district was 
already assessing at the maximum allowable state rate of 18 
mills. 

Therefore, if your community was not assessing 18 mills, and 
few are, no roll-back ot any tax bills would be granted. 

Since most communities in this area have charter limitations 
on the millage rate that can be levied (most at 10 mills), it would 
not be possible for any taxpayer of any of these communities to 
benefit from the roll-back provision. 

While that legislative action is not surprising, the vote of two 
area elected officials is. 

Representative Garry Owen voted in favor of the legislature’s 
move to circumvent the will of the people, and in fact consistantly 
resisted any attempt by some of his colleagues to implement 
Headlee as the voters perceived it. 

Along with Owen, Rep. William Keith of Inkster voted to sup- 
port this legislative citizen affront. 

We at Associated Newspapers are dissapointed by the vote of 
Owen and Keith. They have set the stage for yet another citizen 
campaign to force the legislature to become responsive. 

We are pleased with the vote of Rep. Thomas Brown, Rep. 
Edward Mahalak, and Rep. Robert Law. We appreciate their 
efforts to promote truly representative government.

For the non-believers among us. the inaugural SEMTA bus 
service last Friday, must certainly come as some surprise.

Extremists make me nervous

Extremists make me nervous 

But then again, almost anyone who has one set 
of ruies for dealing with others and another set 
for themselves, should probably make all of us 
nervous. 

While anti-nuclear folk and hundreds of new 
members of that group, recruited during the 
recent Three Mile Island reactor accident, 
parade the streets of our communities, airplanes 
were falling from the skies, storms were killing 
and wounding hundreds, and thousands were 
being evacuated from the area of toxic gas leaks. 

But is there a move to ban commercial 
aviation? Is there any organized protest against 
the weather? And has any group organized to 
protest against the railroads? 

Of course not! 

But what happened following those events, is 
the beginning of new efforts to further improve 
airline safety, attempts to establish early 
warning systems to forecast dangerous storms, 


and the implementation of new improved 
railroad components which reduce inherent risk. 

Compare those situations with the problems 
facing the nuclear power industry following an 
accident which claimed no lives at Three Mile 
Island. 

Already, politicians are flocking to a cause 
headed by the likes of Jane Fonda. A cause 
which could effectively mislead the public into 
believing that nuclear energy is ‘unsafe at any 
Roentgen.’ 

While we must excuse the politicians their 
quest for new campaign issues like we must also 
excuse the anti-nuclear folk for their attention 
getting protests, we cannot excuse the press for 
its distorted and sensationalized reporting of the 
Three Mile Island accident. 

It is probably far too early to access the lasting 
damaging done to either the Three Mile Island 
reactor or our country’s nuclear power industry 
as a result of poor reporting. But there is little 
doubt that the final cost will be high. 


Perhaps it could be argued that the only thing 
lost at Three Mile Island was the risk of an even 
worse disaster had the cooling system not failed 
when it did. 

It could also be argued that the potential for 
wide-spread destruction which nuclear power 
reactors may present, warrants extreme 
precautions. But regardless, in order to establish 
in our minds the real risk associated with any 
endeavor, most of us rely on others for the 
necessary information. Often it is the press 
exclusively which provides that information. It 
should be accurate. 

Two weeks ago, it was hundreds of newsman at 
Harrisburg protesting nuclear power. This week 
it is hundreds of protestors there, ready to bury 
Three Mile Island and the use of any nuclear 
energy in this country, along with it. 

Yes, extremists make me nervous

House bill to ease transplants

The Michigan Eye Bank’s offer of sight to the 
blind and near-blind does not come easy. There 
is a very high rate of success in cornea trans- 
plant operations, but far too few corneas. 

The donor system produces only about 300 
corneas a year, far below demand. There are, at 
any one time, between 30 and 40 people waiting 
for transplants. 

The operation involves replacing the “clear 
window” at the very front of the eye. This small 
part of the eye is removed from donors within a 
few hours after death and must be transplanted 
as soon afterwards as possible. Otherwise, the 
cornea tissue is of no value. 

A bill recently approved by the house offers 
fresh hope for the eye bank and those who can 
have their sight restored by transplants. 

It would allow a county medical examiner to 
remove or authorize removal of corneal tissue 
during the course of a routine autopsy, provided 
there is no objection by the next of kin. 

There has been a great amount of support for 
the bill, which passed the house by a unanimous 
vote. 

It would relieve the continuous shortage in the 
Michigan Eye Bank. That shortage is so serious 
that in some emergency cases, in order to 


preserve a person’s eyesight, corneal tissue 
must be obtained from other states. 

Five other states have passed similar 
legislation: Maryland, Florida, Washington, 
Louisiana and Texas. 

Not only have they helped to solve similar 
shortages, but often the corneas are from young 
persons who died violently. (Cornea tissue from 
young persons is preferred because it lasts 
longer. Generally, the older the cornea, the 
sooner it wears out) 

In one of the states, Maryland, some 1,000 
corneal tissues have been removed per year 
since its law was enacted in 1975. This compares 
with the 300 in Michigan, which is a much more 
populous state with a much heavier demand for 
transplants. 

Further, the average age of corneal tissue 
available for transplants in Mapiand is 35 
years, compared to 55 years in Michigan. 

According to an eye bank spokesman in 
Maryland, there have been no complaints about 
the procedure. 

Medical examiners have wide-ranging 
authority now to conduct autopsies in cases 
where death was violent or suspicious, regar- 
dless of the objections of relatives. It is im- 
practical with the time element involved in 


cornea removals to expect medical examiners to 
seek out the next of kin to obtain authorization. 
The bill passed by the house would prohibit 
removals which alter the post-mortem ap- 
pearance of the deceased, which is very unlikely. 

The bill does not require a medical examiner 
to do anything. It simply permits a medical 
examiner to remove or authorize removal of 
corneal tissue during a routine autopsy. The bill 
protects against civil action persons authorized 
by a medical examiner to remove the corneas. 

As approved by the house, the bill w'ould expire 
at the end of 1982. If, as expected, it proves 
successful, the practice would likely be con- 
tinued by new law. 

The bill is supported by the Michigan 
Department of Public Health, the Michigan Eye 
Bank, the Michigan State Medical Society, the 
Michigan Hospital Association, the Michigan 
Ophthalmological Society, the Chairman of the 
Departments of Ophthalmology at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, Wayne State University and 
Michigan State University and the Medical 
Examiners of Wayne and Oakland counties. 

With that much support, plus the unanimous 
approval by the house, it is expected that the 
senate will also act favorably on the bill.

Isn’t is interesting, as reports show 
inflation continuing to get worse, how 
those in government always find a way to 
blame the problem on someone else 7 

In recent weeks, the Administration has 
been doing precisely that — looking 
somewhere, anywhere, else for the cause 
and solution to a problem which w r as 
essentially created in its own back yard. 

More and more, inflation is being 
blamed on greedy businesses and selfish 
workers. For its part, the Administration 
simply says that government alone cannot 
stop inflation. Oh really? 

When the Administration recently 
criticized corporate profits for the end of 
1978. it blatantly ignored the normal ad- 
justments for inflated inventories, 
inadequate capital consumption 
allowances and a huge 20 percent increase 
in federal corporate taxes which were 
routinely provided by the Department of 
Commerce and which must be included if 
the profits picture is to be accurate. 

When these adjustments are made, the 
figures show that from the fourth quarter 
of 1977 to the fourth quarter of 1978, profits 
per unit of output increased a small 2.7 
percent in contrast to an overall inflation 
rate of 7.5 percent And the key point is 
this: During that same period, the in- 
crease in workers’ wages was three times 
greater than the increase in profits, and 
the increase in federal taxes was eight 
times greater 

The Administration has an obligation to 
clear up this inaccurate information. Why 
has it failed to do so? 

Look at the facts over a longer period If 
government’s influence has been so in- 
consequential. then during the last 10 


years, why have federal taxes increased 
more than one and a half times as fast as 
workers’ wages, and nearly two and a half 
times as fast as corporate profits? 

Who s been taking money from whom? 

If business has truly been so robust and 
profitable, how in the world could the stock 
market today be lower than it was 10 years 
ago 7 

This whole problem of finding 
scapegoats for inflation has been going on 
for vears. 

During the 1970’s, for example, many of 
Washington’s so-called experts have also 
blamed inflation on. The OPEC cartel; 
reduced meat supplies, and bad weather, 
w'hich reduced other food supplies 

No one should deny that OPEC’s 
monopolistic pricing is a tremendous 
economic burden which is contributing to 
inflation. But if the cartel has caused in- 
flation, then how can Switzerland and West 
Germany be enjoying two of the lowest 
rates of inflation in the world, while they 
are simultaneously importing a far 
greater share of their total energy needs 
from OPEC than the United States? 

Nor is inflation caused by temporary 
scarcities of commodities, some of which 
are weather-induced 

If not manipulated by governments, 
markets can correct these imbalances. 
And weather problems have existed before 
— for example, the dust bow r l days in the 
30’s. Yet we did not have inflation then, but 
w f e do now in a period of record crops. How 
curious. 

Let’s stop kidding ourselves. 

The major driving force behind our 
recent increase in inflation has been the 
explosive growth of government 

Since the mid-60’s, by indulging in a 
binge of deficit financing, and printing 
money more than twice as fast as the 
economy could produce new goods and

services, the federal government has 
become the biggest spender, borrower and 
employer in the economy. 

That’s inflation 

The results of this spend now-pay later 
philosophy are dramatic. Low inflation 
once permitted Americans to save a good 
portion of their earnings — earnings 
generated incidentally, by healthy profits! 
The investment capital from these savings 
created tremendous resources in the form 
of more efficient tools of production, 
resulting in technological leadership, and 
in a rapid and sustained increase in our 
standard of living. 

That’s why profits don’t create inflation, 
they help fight it. 

Today, inflation makes it more difficult 
to save. And seeing the dollar’s value 
depreciate so rapidly, Americans are less 
willing to save. We are becoming a nation 
of super-consumption, living from 
paycheck to paycheck, and dependent 
upon more and more credit to maintain the 
same standard of living. 

Result? Last year, the United States has 
the second worst rate of investment of any 
western industrialized country, and fewer 
patents were issued than in any year since 
1984 Those are warnings of more inflation 

But big government also fuels inflation 
by pushing up costs and imposing needless 
regulations. 

Government itself is the most bur- 
densome cost of all. 

Taxes have shot up more than one and a 
half times as fast as the Consumer Price 
Index during the past 10 years. And buried 
in the price of everything consumers buy, 
from hamburgers to single-family homes, 
is the rising cost of government, taken out 
in taxes on every part of a product’s cost, 
production and distribution But since 
these taxes are usually invisible, business 
bears the blame for higher prices.

Justin and Melton have un- 
tarnished records for the 1978-1979 
season. The Belleville senior won 37 


in a row. while the Huron grappler 
was a perfect 22-0 
These two hard-nosed wrestlers 
form the nucleus of the ANP’s first 
team. Joining the undefeated duo on 
the first team are Plymouth Salem’s 
Jim Schultz (98), Schultz’ teammate 
Jeff Brown(112), Mark Ross, also of 
Salem< 126), Belleville’s Scott 
Harsch and Robichaud’s Brian 
Ceckeweicz!

Despite - or was it in spite of? - the 
weatherman, Wayne Memorial and 
natural rival, Westland John Glenn 
launched the 1979 high school 
baseball season Saturday, splitting a 
doubleheader. 

With small player warnings up 
due to 35 per hour winds, Glenn 
coasted to a 9-3 victory behind Ralph 
McKenzie’s nine-hit pitching in the 
season opener, but dropped the 
nightcap 11-9, blowing a 5-run first 
inning lead. 

Because of the arctic winds which 
engulfed Michigan Thursday and 
Friday, most scheduled games were 
postponed. 

Moreover, the past couple of 
weeks hasn’t been conducive for out- 
of-doors practice sessions. In fact, 
Saturday was Wayne’s first ap- 
pearance on the diamond. 

“We hadn’t had the opportunity 
because of the weather to practice 
outside,” said Jim Chronowski who 
began his ninth seasm as Wayne’s 
head coach. Chronowski is also 
hurting pitcher-wise. He used nine 
different throwers who have a total 
of seven varsity innings of ex- 
perience on Saturday. 

Wayne’s lone pitching veteran is 
Mark Korte who is nursing a 


shoulder injury sustained during the 
hockey season. 

“We have a lot of catching up to 
do,” said Chronowski, “and, un- 
fortunately, the weather isn’t 
helping us or anybody ” 

McKenzie went the distance for 
the Westlanders in the opens'. He 
scattered eight hits - two each to 
Mark Zerona and Skip Walker, who 
had a double - walked three and 
struck out four 

Wayne started junior Bill Fox who 
worked the first three innings, gave 
up three runs, five hits and fanned 
and walked one. He was replaced by 
senior Bill Spaw who gave way to 
junior Bill Wilson after two innings 
of work. Wilson was relieved by 
senior Roger Bredings. 

Daran Armstrong, recently picked 
All-Area in basketball, started his 
senior baseball campaign with an 
impressive three for four at the 
plate, including a triple and three 
runs batted in Tim Ruark belted a 
pair of singles and had two RBIs, 
while Rick Robinson also chipped in 
a couple of hits, including a double 
and two RBIs. 

In the nightcap, the Westlanders 
routed starter, Walker, with Five 
runs in the first inning and 
Chronowski put in Ray Lamczki, a 


righthander, who received credit for 
the victory, though he lasted one 
inning. Bill Wilson finished ip and 
managed to survive a three-run last 
of the seventh Glenn surge. 

Wayne erased its 5-0 first inning 
deficit with a six-run rally in the 
second and Lamczki latched on to a 
two-run single in a 4-run third inning 
which put the Zebras out in front for 
good. 

Ahead 10-8 after ttree innings, 
Wayne scored single runs in the 
fourth and fivth, then held on as 
Glenn exploded for three in the 
bottom of the last inning. 

Jeff Bronson, the second of four 
Glenn pitchers, was charged with 
the loss. He relieved Robinson who 
yielded five of the six Wayne runs in 
the second. 

Larry Reid, who had two hits, 
including a double, and a pair of 
RBIs, and Ed Turbeville, who 
checked in with two singles, paced 
Wayne’s eight hit assault, while 
Armstrong collected two more hits 
to bring his total to five for the day. 

Weather permitting Wayne will 
begin the 1979 Great Lakes 8 Con- 
ference season on Thursday at home 
to Taylor Center. Their conference 
game with Truman Monday was 
rained out.

Chocolate-covered Easter egg

Have a happy Easter! 


One of the surest signs of Easter season is the Easter 
egg, whether it be real, tinted and hard-cooked; or a 
chocolate-covered candy egg. Eggs are very much a 
part of Easter, not only in America but in many other 
countries in the world. 

The coloring of eggs for spring festivals is a very old 
custom and is believed to long predate Christianity. The 
Egyptians and the Persians, the Greeks and the 
Romans, all colored eggs. Many believe that warriors 
during the time of the Crusade brought back to Europe 
the custom of coloring and decorating eggs. Today, this 
custom continues and the entire Easter egg 
preparation is looked forward to by families, 
especially those with small children. 

One of the most delicious and delightful Easter egg 
treats is a chocolate-covered Easter Egg. Here’s a 
great idea for making one at home. This fondant-type 
confection filled with tender, moist Baker’s Angel 
Flake coconut and covered with Baker’s semi-sweet 
chocolate, will be the piece de resistance on Easter.

1 pound unsifted confectioners sugar 

2 tablespoons water 

1 tablespoon light corn syrup 

1 tablespoon softened butter or margarine 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

V 4 teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon almond extract 

Dash cream of tartar 

one-third cup flaked coconut 

4 drops yellow food coloring 

1 drop red food coloring 

Easy Chocolate coating 

Confectioners Sugar Glaze ' 

Combine sugar, water, com syrup, butter, vanilla, 
salt, almond extract and cream of tartar in bowl and 
mix thoroughly. (Mixture will be crumbly.) Add 
coconut, mix until smooth, and shape into one large 
egg, about 7 inches long. Cut in half lengthwise; scoop 
out about l l /z tablespoons at round end of each half and 
place in small bowl. Blend in yellow and red food 
coloring. Return tinted mixture to egg halves. Press 
halves firmly together, pinching to seal edges. 

Cover entire egg with Easy Chocolate Coating and let 
stand until chocolate is firm. Decorate egg with 
Confectioners Sugar Glaze and place on a nest of tinted 
flaked coconut, if desired.

TINTED COCONUT: Mix *2 teaspoon milk or water 
with a few' drops green food coloring Add to one-third 
cup flaked coconut in a bowl; toss with fork to tint 
evenly. 

For the youngsters, Easter means a parade of sweet 
goodies — jelly beans, marshmallow chicks and 
chocolate eggs, to name a few. This year, why not add 
some alternatives to the usual list of candies by in- 
troducing some homemade sweets that will please both 
young and old alike. 

Everyone in the house will be happily surprised to 
find a basket filled with crisp raisin Easter cookies 
waiting for them on Easter morning These giant, egg- 
shaped cookies are unusually tasty because of the 
chewy, sweet raisins in the cookie dough. Plumped in 
water for a few minutes before being added to the 
dough, the raisins take on a moist, tender texture that 
adds a nice touch to the nutmeg-scented cookie. A 
brush of egg white and sprinkling of sugar before 
baking produces a shiny, crisp cookie topping. 

Although higher in price this year because of severe 
crop damage, raisins still are available. The California 
raisin industry is estimating that supermarkets will be 
stocked with raisins at least through the Easter and 
spring season. So now’s the perfect time to use raisins 
in your favorite ways. 

Raisin Sugar Eggs 

1 cup raisins 

cup butter or margarine, softened 
U 2 cups sugar 

2 eggs 

1 tablespoon milk 
1 *2 teaspoons vanilla 
3 I 4 cups flour 

2 ( 4 teaspoons baking pow der 
1 teaspoon nutmeg 
Vfe teaspoon salt 
1 beaten egg white 
Sugar 

Pour hot water over raisins to cover. Let stand 3 
minutes; drain and set aside. In mixing bowl, cream 
butter. Add sugar; beat fluffy. Beat in eggs, milk and 
vanilla. Sift together flour, baking powder, nutmeg and 
salt; stir in just to blend. Mix in raisins. Chill dough 3 
hours. 

Roll out to »/ 4 -inch thickness on floured pastry cloth 
Cut into giant egg shapes or into circles, using a 3 or 4- 
inch cookie cutter. Brush generously with egg white; 
sprinkle with sugar. Bake in 400-degree oven 8 to 10 
minutes, until golden brown. Makes l 1 2 to 2 dozen 4- 
inch cookies.

The c apper f or the a ft ernoon ( there was no dessert — 
just hot rolls and coffee) was adding still another salad 
to my steadily growing recipe file. And next time I’m 
asked to “bring a dish”, the hostess can count on me 
for a really delicious fresh mushroom -broccoli bowl.

HAM LOAF 

1 lb. ground ham 

1 lb. hamburger 

2 slices bread (broken into pieces) 

\*2 cup tomato juice 

1 egg 

Mix the meats well and add the remaining 
ingredients. (The mixture can also be made into balls 
if you so desire.) Pat into a loaf pan and top with a 
mixture of 1 cup brown sugar. 1 teaspoon mustard and 
one-third cup cider vinegar. Bake in a hot oven at 400 
degrees for about one hour. 

And still another way to put that ham to use (other 
than in sandwiches or with eggs for breakfast) is this 
goody my sister-in-law Flo shared with me some time 
ago. 

HAM SPAGHETTI 

Cook 2 medium tomatoes cut in thin wedges and Vz 
medium green pepper cut in strips in V 4 cup cooking oil 
over low' heat just until hot. Add 6 green onions cut in 1” 
pieces and 18-20 thin strips cooked ham. Season with 
teaspoon basil and salt and pepper to taste. Cook, 
stirring gently, until harn is heated through. Combine 
ham mixture with hot cooked spaghetti (1 lb. un- 
cooked ) . Sprinkle with one-third cup parmesan cheese. 
That’s all there is to it!

At Evans Corden’s Candy Carousel in Inkster they can be found. And 
regardless of color, they all taste like "chocolate” bunnies in the more 
prevalent biwn. 

But, according to the candymaker, most people prefer the white chocolate 
bunnies. 

This is the busiest season of the year for Corden, who has carried on a fami ly 
tradition by supplying candy to fanciers in the western metropolitan Detroit 
area. 

Corden’s father established a tradition when he went into the candymaking 
business in a different location some 62 years ago The business has moved west 
and so has the reputation for quality has moved along with it. 

Sadly, perhaps, the family tradition may die out with Evans Corden because 
his four sons chose to go into other professions, and with his blessing. 

"You have to like the work, or there’s no use doing it, "Corden said, as he

The regulations 
provided that the in- 
crease would become 
effective with the first 
interest period begin- 
ning on or after June 1, 
1959. As a result, a June 
1951 isue began to earn 
interest at the higher 
ratge immediately, 
while the May 1951 Bond 
did not begin to earn the 
higher rate until 
November 1959. In the 
five-month interim, the 
June Bond passd the 
May Bond in value, and 
continues to be worth 
more at the end of 
corresponding interest 
periods. 

Interest-rate in- 
creases in December 
1965, June 1968, June 
1969, June 1970, and 
December 1973 followed 
the same policy, 
compounding the 
disparities in some 
cases.

child? Also, who is 
liable for the tax on 
Bonds bought by a 
parent for a child, but 
registered in 
coownership form? 

A: In the first case, 
such a transfer results

poured chocolate into yet another bunny mold at his place of business for more 
than 14 years." "This is the time of year when you don’t count the hours 
worked,” according to Corden, who puts in 10 to 12 hours a day at this time of 
year and sometimes "doesn’t go home at all.” 

Did you know that you live in a "milk chocolate” area? Well, that’s the most 
popular with candy buyers, Corden said. Dark chocolate is preferred in the 
East and the Chicago area, but the taste for dark chocolate is slowly growingin 
the Detroit area, he added. 

At the Candy Carousel, Corden is the only candymaker, but he credits his 
assistants, Glady’s Johnson and Margie Thomas, whose interest in the business 
contributes to its success. 

In addition to helping his father in the original business, Corden also attended 
a school for candymakers in Erie, Penna., and keeps up with innovations in the 
candy world through attendance at conventions with his wife, Maria . 

"I try to learn wherever I can,” Corden said, and one of the things he is 
learned is to bypass inferior products and stick to good ingredients. 

"If you can’t sell good stuff, there’s no use in making inferior because you 
can’t sell that either,” he added. 

The pangs felt by the small businessman are no stranger to Corden, who has 
faced difficult times in getting the materials he needs from the top suppliers. 

"The big orders go out first, and I wait to get quality supplies even if it takes 
longer," explained the candymaker. 

He’s proud of the old-fashioned metal molds that he uses in making bunnies, 
chicks and other shapes. They were handed down from his father and work far 
better than the plastic ones that promoted today. 

Hea Iso gives his machinery tender, loving care because they have to be made 
to order — and again — big companies get preferential treatment. The way 
Corden explains it, matter -of -factly, it’s the way of life, and he’s accepted it. 

One thing about being in the candy business, Corden said, "you don’t get 
bored.”
